TRUCKEE, Cal., March 10.—A heavy 


rain storm Is raging today and It Is ex- 
pected that the waters of Lake Tahoe 
will rise with alarming rapidity. Last 
night it was thought that the danger 
point was removed at least a. week, 
it being figured that it would take that 
lonjj for the water to reach the top of 
the dam, Several expert dam builders 
began work this morning to strengthen 
the dam and prevent undermining. If 
deemed necessary, steamers and light- 
ers can be used to gather rocks from 
the lake shores to build ,&• new dam 
below the old one. • 


Snow on tho ground prevents the 


procuring of the material by quarrying. 
Last night the electric lights in the 
town were extinguished after 9 o'clock 
oil account of the high water In the 
Truckee river, rendering the turbine 
wheels of the plant powerless. 


The floodgates were kept wide open 


neaqjy all dcy but some were closed in 
the evening on account of the current 
washing away the embankments and 
increasing- the danger. 


Manager Duar.o Bliss a.t Tahoe sent 


word last night that there was r.o pres- 
ent danger, but a heavy storm, broke this 
morning. The people of Reno are mak- 
ing constant Inquiries about the condi- 
tion of .the dam. 


It has been' rnlnlr.gr steadily at Truckee 


and Taho". since midnight. There is ab- 
solutely no further danger, for by the 
tirm the water flows over the top of the 
dan>. the repair work will have been fin- 
tehtcl. The dam is 125 feet long and the 
lake Is eight feet above low-water mark.

The estate is a valuable one. 
Attorney Sam Bell McKee, who li the

Orestes Pierce, this afternoon mad« the 
following statement: 


'I am not the attorney in the case of 


Henry Pierce, deceased, but I know that 
the &statf- was closed two weeks ago. 
Since the probating of the will, a. year 
has cxpirod. "here could not be. any 
contest of the will at this late day. I <3o 
net understand what ths filing of the 
power of attorney means. Mrs. Watkin- 
son and Tw'lss Pierce- are daughters of the 
late Marshal Pierce, who was a brother 
of Henry Pierce."

later he rejoined the other fugitives. 
The assault occurred only a couple 


of hundred fe&t from Massie's 
resi- 
dence, to which he returned whet the 
assailants had fled anfl from which he 
informed Chief of Police Hodfrki; s ot 
the affray, the officer immediately put- 
ting a number of detectives on 
the 
trial of the fugitives and also t! king 
a hand in the chase himself. 


MassJe says he has no idea as t-> the 
personality of the men who beat him 
and rolled him in the mud, nor their 
motive, more especially as the a tack 
waa made In daylight. 


ACCOUNT OF THE VICTIM. 


Massie's account of the occurreree Is 
as follows: 
"There was one man standing a. the 


corner of Tenth and Linden stree s, at 
10:30 a. m. The other two were stand- 
Ing at the southeast corner of TV, elf th 
and Linden streeta. 
"What first attracted my atte ition 
to them, was the fact that on< 
of 
the fellows, at Twelfth street w; Iked 
across 
to 
the southwest cc-rat r of 
Twelfth a.nd Linden as If he wen go- 
ing to take the car for West Oakland. 
The car for that section- was golr; by 
Just at that time. He didn't tak' the 
car. 


"I crossed to the east side of L'.nden 
and Twelfth streets to take tbt car 
for town. One of the other two fe lows 
•was coming from Tenth street ana the 
three 
of 
them congregated at the 
southeast 
corner. 
Not one of .hem 
said a word. They acted as If they 
were strangers. 
"Tha east-bound car * was h: If a 
block away west of Linden stre !t at 
the time; 
"I 
wae 
walking out toward the 


track. I hafl my umbrella up and a 
heavy 
satchel in my left hand. My 
umbrella was in my right. 


"One fellow jumped right on my shoul- 
ders and caught me right around my 
arms. 
I dropped my satchel and um- 
brella at once. 1 was struck on the right 
temple, and the blow glanced and raised 
a ridge on my right shoulder so that It 
could not have been made with a fist. 
"After that there was a genera) mix- 
up. I was hit in the face, mouth and 
forehead. 
There were several blows on 
the forehead with something Ilk* a slung- 
ahot. 
That's 
what 
It 
was all right 


enough. 
"We fought out of the gutter toward 


th« fence at the southeast corner of 
Twelfth and Linden streets. 
"Then I struck one fellow with my 
knuckles. I skinned my hand on him. I 
don't know where I hit him. 
Then an- 
other fellow struck me with whatever he 
had on the back of the head. 
"They tried to get me down, but they 


couldn't do it." 
"In the meantime the eastbound 
car 


had ccmc up and people commenced to 
pile oft', about a dozen altogether, looking 
nt the fight. 


"One waa a reporter and another was 


a. laundry man, another drove a scavenger 
wagon and several br*ys saw It. 
"Twn of the assailants ran out Linden 


to Fourteenth street. The other fellow 
ran west on Twelfth to Chestnut and on 
Chester to Fourteenth. 
"There were two boys in a wagon who 


followed the two out Linden to Four- 
teenth streets, where they were joined by 
the follow from Chestnut. 


"The 
boys followed 
then 
west 
on 


Fourteenth street to near Vv"ood, where 
he met a special officer, who took up 
the chase. 


"After the flight I started up to my 


home to telephone to the Chief of Police. 
I caught the Chief and told him what had 
happened. H« started off with an officer 
in a buggy, m-Hh Qulgley and Shorey in 
another. Holland came down here. 
1 
gave him a description and he went down 
Sixteenth street after the scoundrels. 


"All three were smooth shaven, wore 


black eult-s and black Derby hats. 
"I think I have seen the fellows be- 


fore loitoring around in this neighbor- 
hood. 


"One of the fellows tried to grab my 
watch from the fob, but • the vest pre- 
vented it. But their purpose was not to 
rob. 


"I don't know their purpose. I give it 


up. They did not apeak a word between 
themselves. 


"In the struggle one of. the 
fellows 


dropped his umbrella. I got his and h« 
got mine. His has an initial on It. Chief 
Hodgkins has the umbrella 
now. 
"I do not suspect anybody of having 
committed the assault.

fellows 
were shabbily dressed.

Wealth and Justice in Griffith's Case 


The complaint voiced recently in Many newspapers that the courts rlo:il 


more leniently with the rich ihan the poor !s not sustained by the Griffith 
case. 
Griffith, a Los Angeles millionaire, was convicted of an assault with H ' 


deadly -weapon on his wife, whom he sh->t and slightly wounded. He \vas con- 
victed and frh-en the extreme penalty of the law, two years' Imprisonment in ! 
the penitentiary and SuOOO finr. 
| 


Griffith has appealed his case, and pending hearing, which is estimated ! 


to be fully a year off owing to the crowded calendar of the Supreme Court, | 
h» made an application for ball, which was denies by Judge Smith, who tried 
the case. Justice JIcFar!and of the Supreme Court hiis just dismissed a writ. 
.of habeas corpus sued out to test Griffith's right to be admitted to hall. 
Grif- 


fith will therefore have to remain confined in the Los Angeles County Jail 
pending the result of his appeal, unless he can work the legal wires in some 
other way to secure his release. 


Had Griffith been a person of ordinary means his case would not have 


excited such widespread Intereit, nnd l.e would probably have been admitted 


. to bail as a matter of form without public protest. Because he Is a million- 


aire he was fiercely assailed in the pr^ss from one end of the State to the 
other, and in advance of his trial it wax freely asserted that the courts would 


• cot do justice in the case of a rich man. In addressing the jury ex-Governor 


Gage, who was a special prosecutor, said "no rich man was wearing stripes in 
the penitentiary." It was the utterance of a demagogue, and was calculated 
and doubtless intended to inflame the prejudices of the jurymen against the 
defendant because ho is a millionaire. 


Nevertheless Grltnth's conviction v as a righteous one. 
He is receiving 


his'just deserts, but what particularly deserves attention in his case is the 
fact that his wealth has aggravated his. punishment and actually caused him 
to be denied the liberty on bail usually siven a convict with a case on appeal. 
That the court exercised a wise discri tion in denying him ball we believe, 
but we ore convinced that this denial vns clue to the fact that public feeling 
has been strongly aroused ap,-i:nst Griflith. 
And this public indignation was 


.aroused because Griffith :s rlcX 
Had he been poor and obscure no special 


mttention would have been paid to his case, and the jury would not have been 
I'lrtunlly asked to convict him because h? is rich. What a roar of indigna- 
tion would so up if an attorney were to ask a jury to convict n man because 
he vas poor! 


It Is evident that public opinion ha:; touched the judiciary In this matter, 


»nd Influenced, to some extent at least, the action of the trial court. 
While 


-.he result is to be commended, the chi =s prejudice which aroused and made 
regressive that public opinion is not s > commendable. . However, the action 
of the courts in refusing bail .s a goo i precedent. It calls attention to the 
vicious-practice of granting bail to com icted criminals as a matter of course. 
it Is well to know that ball in such cas.-s Is not a prescriptive right, and that 


. cranting It so readily encourages frivolous appeals that clog the calendars of 


the Suprenlte Court and add itumeasuralilr to the delays and expense of the 
administration of justice.

He is to he backed up in.lns effort-; by 
the members of the Agricultural club 
of tho University who are to make an 
extraordinary canvas on behalf of the 
building, among the Legislators of the 
entire State. 


Not only will the students send out 
circulars broadcast but they will ap- 
pear 
personally 
before the various 
farmers' clubs and commercial bodies 
of the State to explain th-j great need 
of a new agricultural bulMing. 
ASSEMBLYMAN WASTE'S VIEWS. 


"Yes," admitted Mr. "Waste when In- 
terviewed. "I have taken up the mutter 
with Professors Hilgard and Wick-on. 
Since the close of the last session of 
the Legislature I have many times 
thought of the need of an agricultural 
building for the University,..and have 
as often felt that should I return to 
the Legislature the next session, or 
should the Assemblyman "looted from 
this district, whoever he is, pursue the 
proper course, it will not b-j beyond the 
possibilities that an appropriation can 
be secured for the erection of such a 
building at the University. 
MOVEMENT WILL BE POPULAR. 
"I am very confident that an ap- 
propriation for any other building am 
be secured, but feel that the agricul- 
tural department of the University Is 
so close to the great Industries of' the 
i 
State by reason of its intimate con- | 
neotion with the agricultural, horti- 
cultural, dairying anrl other Intercuts, • 
that If the proper missionary work is 
done between now and n<-xt January 
an 
appropriation for an agricultural 
building may be secured. I am sa-la- 
fled that a popular movement can be 
started which will result In this end. 
"While I did not have much trouble 
aa Legislative matters go, In putting 
through the appropriation of a quarter 
of * million dollars for California Hall 
•at the last session, there was at times 
threatened 
opposition from 
two or 
three sources, in each oi" which !n- 


stances the discontent was traceable 
to the fact that the objection claimed 
the 
University 
was 
not 
paying 


sufficient attention to the agcrlcultura.1 
college?. It is surprisin-g to note what 
a tremendous hold the various 
de- 
partments of the agricultural college 
has 
on 
the people throughout the 
State. 
I am convinced that if '.he 
University authorities and 
hen.ds of 


tho departments most Interested will 
take the proper pleasures to let the 
needs of the agricultural colleges he 
known, and will work together In har- 
mony a building may be secured. The 
various farmers Institutes and similar 
gatherings, to be held throughout the 
State between now and the next meet- 
ing of tho Legislature will, I feel con- 
fident, be glad to take the matter up, 
and should pass strong resolutions de- 
manding that the State make an ap- 
propriation for a building.

RHUBARB TALK. 


The following circular letter has been 
issued by manager l-'uncheon to the rhu- 
barb growers assiclation: 
"We are entering on the Mcond week 
of our existence as an Association, and. 
taging all things into consideration, tha 
outlook is very encouraging. We have 
sold our rhubarb at good figures, 'snd up 
to date our orders exceed the supply. Wa 
havo had few complaints, these mostly 
on account of light weight and improper 
grading. 


"Please take great pains to grade and 
pack as Instructed by your inspectors. 
It is host In. making your boxes to nail 
the top on first, always using cleats. 
"In picking rhubarb, better loave tho 
short, thin and poor stuff In, the field- 
but If you pull some of this In your hur- 
ry, throw It away in packing." It won't 
amount to much in the course of the sea- 


i son (a few boxes for each grower), and. 
if kept at home, will do more than any- 
thing else I know of to help hold up tho 
price. 
"In packing place a few nice stalks 
flat-ways in the box. and then fill with 
a uniform grade. Never put small short 
stuff In the middle of the box: it Is sure 
to be detected, complaint will be made 
boxes probably returned, and as y mil- 
boxes bear a number It can tiulckly be 
traced and you wlil have to stand the loss 
and freight charges both ways. 
Klndlv 
keep this in mind when packing. When 
your rhubarb Is of different length and 
thickness, make two grades; otherwise 
the Inspector will be compelled to stamp 
It all the lower grade. 
"Prices for the week beginning March 


j 32th. and ending March 18th. will be K 
for "Choice" grade and ?1.60 for "Stand- 
1 art!" grade. 
"Be .sure your boxes weigh 47 Ibs. 
gross. 


"We trust everj- member will follow 


I the inspector's instructions closely, arid 
work In harmony with them and the offi- 
| cers in tho effort to make a success of 
I marketing the season's crop."

HAMMERSTEIN DEAD. 


NEW 
YORK. March 19.—Baron 
Wil- 


helm von Hsmrr.erstein is dead at the age 
of 66 years, says a Berlin dispatch to the 
Staats Zeltung. 
While 
editor 
of the 


Kreiiz Zeltuns. the foremost conservative 
paper of Prussia, 
and 
member of the 
Reichstag, he dominated the Conserva-

Oyster Kromeskles.—Scald two dozen 


large oysters in their own liquor. Put 
the oysters through the 
food chopper, 
mix with them half a cupful or the strain- 
ed liquor and heat to the scalding point. 
Stir in two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
two tablespoor.fuls of butter, mixed to- 
gether to a .smooth paste.
